Students  Nix  ‘Commie’  Profs; 
Favor  Jobs  for  Former  ‘Reds’ 

Should  Communists  be  allowed  fo  teach? 

This  question,  one  of  two  recently  asked  by  the  Associated  Col- 
legiate Press  in  a national  student  opinion  poll  taken  in  January, 
was  answered  with  a definite  “no.” 

Students  are  overwhelmingly  against  members  of  the  Commu- 
nist party  teaching  in  the  nation’s  colleges,  but  they’re  somewhat 
in  favor  of  teaching  jobs  for  former  Communists.  Results  are  as 
follows:  Yes,  nine  per  cent;  No, 


85  per  cent;  No  opinion,  four  per 
cent;  Other,  two  per  cent. 

The  few  students  who  say 
“yes”  usually  qualify  it.  “Com- 
munist teachers  should  be  adver- 
tised as  such,”  said  a junior  at 
the  University  of  Nebraska.  But 
a sophomore  in  law  at  Phoenix 
College,  Arizona,  says,  “No,  they 
should  be  shot  down  like  dogs.” 

“It  would  be,”  declares  a coed 
at  Trinity  College,  D.C.,  “like  per- 
mitting gangsters  to  teach  high 
school  boys;  corrupt  ideals  would 
be  instilled  in  their  minds.  ... 

The  second  question  was:  “Do 
you  think  that  former  members 
of  the  Communist  party  should 
be  allowed  on  college  faculties? 
Here  are  the  results:  Yes,  45  per 
cent;  No,  39  per  cent;  No  opinion, 
nine  per  cent;  Other,  seven  per 
cent. 

“College  students  are  supposed- 
ly old  enough  to  judge  for  them- 
selves,” says  a senior  in  educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  Idaho. 

A freshman  at  California  State 
Teachers  College  states,  “I  would 
like  to  hear  lectures  from  a Com- 
munist, just  for  interest.”  She 
adds,  “I  am  not  a Communist.” 

Many  students  think  former 
Communists  would  be  good  teach- 
ers because,  as  one  student  puts 
it,  “They  would  know  both  sides.” 

An  ACP  survey  last  winter  in- 
dicated that  the  majority  of  stu- 
dents were  against  loyalty  oaths 
for  college  professors.  The  fig- 
ures were:  Approve,  39  per  cent; 
disapprove,  47  per  cent.  Seventy- 
three  per  cent  of  the  graduate 
students  disapproved. 

In  the  present  survey,  60  per 
cent  of  the  graduate  students  are 
in  favor  of  college  teaching  jobs 
for  former  Communists.

American  Colleges  Blasted 
On  Weak  Educational  Stand 

In  the  March  issue  of  Esquire  magazine,  Louis  Bromfield,  author 
of  “The  Rains  Came,”  blasts  conditions  in  the  U.  S.  colleges. 

In  the  article,  Mr.  Bromfield  has  driven  a three-pronged  pitch- 
fork  into  the  stately  academic  gowns  of  America’s  educational  lead- 
ers. The  popular  author  lambastes  the  institutions  of  so-called  higher 
education  for  putting  more  value  on  the  student  who  wins  his  foot- 
ball letter  than  on  the  one  who 
earns  his  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Key. 
He  also  says  that  50  per  cent  of 
the  people  in  college  have 
right  there. 

Among  other  things,  this  tragic 
condition  stems  from  three  ugly 
seeds:  “Our  failure  to  discipline 
our  children,  our  tolerance  of 
downright  subversion  in  the 
schools,  and  our  emphasis  on  the 
college  degfee  rather  than  the 
college  education. 

“Without  discipline,”  says  Mr. 
Bromfield,  “education  is  impos- 
sible. . . the  lack  of  discipline  be- 
gins early  in  the  classroom.  Some- 
times in  lower  schools  physical 
discipline  is  made  almost  impos- 
sible by  conditions  of 'over-crowd- 
ing, or  nearly  impossible  through 
the  irresponsibility  of  the  Ameri- 
oan  home  carried  into  the  school 
room. 

‘Writing  about  the  “ugly  seed” 
of  subversive  education,  Mr. 
Bromfield  feels  that  arguments 
about  Marxian  socialism  and  true 
democracy  should  be  presented 
with  complete  objectivity  and  fin- 
ally, the  student  should  make  up 
his  own  mind.  In  too  many  in- 
stances both  teaching  and  text- 
books degenerate  into  mere  prop- 
aganda. 

America’s  small  regard  for  the 
status  of  its  professors,  unlike  in 
other  countries,  provides  us  with 
the  answer  as  to  why  many  of 
them  turn  to  Marxian  socialism, 
writes  Mr.  Bromfield. 

America  thinks  little  of  its  pro- 
fessors and  as  a result  they  fall 
victim  to  the  communist  doctrine, 
which  promises  everything  to  ev- 
erybody but  the  staunch  individu- 
alists. Under  this  influence  many 
of  them  cease  to  be  objective 
teachers  and  become  engulfed  in 
propaganda.  Undoubtedly  this

Manuel  Arts  Major 
To  Augment  Y 
Study  Curriculum 

Curriculum  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  will  be  broad- 
ened by  the  addition  of  a major 
in  the  field  of  Industrial  Arts,  re- 
ports Professor  W.  H.  Snell. 

Teacher  training  in  industrial 
arts  will  become  a reality  again, 
with  the  opening  of  the  autumn 
quarter.  This  phase  of  the  Indus- 
trial arts  program  was  discontin- 
ued in  1934. 

New  courses  are  also  being  add- 
ed to  our  programs  so  that  agri- 
cultural students  may  receive  a 
minor  in  farm  mechanics.  These 
courses  include,  forge  practice, 
farm  machinery,  gas  and  diesel 
engines,  and  one  in  the  fundamen- 
tals of  electricity. 

Professor  Snell,  who  has  taught 
in  the  industrial  arts  department 
since  1917  and  who  has  been  head 
of  the  department  since  the  au- 
tumn of  1922,  says  that  with  the 
industrialization  of  Utah  rapidly 
developing,  it  is  hoped  that  within 
another  year  further  important 
announcements  may  be  made  in 
the  growth  of  this  field  of  study. 

In  the  deed  of  trust  given  by 
President  Brigham  Young  at  the 
founding  of  the  Y he  specifically 
stated  that  students  attending 
should  have  training  in  this  field, 
“and  each  of  the  boys  who  shall 
take  a full  course,  if  his  physical 
ability  permit,  shall  be  taught 
some  branch  of  mechanism  that 
shall  be  suitable  to  his  taste  and 
capacity.” 


Elder  Alma  Sonne 
Emphasizes  Need 
For  Gospel  Living 

“The  one  infallible  guide  to 
men  and  nations  is  the  teachings 
of  Jesus  Christ,”  emphasized  El- 
der Alma  Sonne,  assistant  to  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  in  devo- 
tional Wednesday. 

Elder  Sonne  developed  this 
theme  by  discussing  many  of  the 
outstanding  qualities'  of  Jesus, 
“He  never  made  a mistake  in  His 
teachings.  He  never  argued  or 
contended  to  establish  His  point.” 
Elder  Sonne  related  this  to  the 
way  in  which  Christ  handled  the 
men  who  came  to  him  with  the 
adulterous  women. 

Further,  Elder  Sonne  pointed 
out,  “Jesus  had  the  most  power- 
ful and  commanding  personality 
in  human  history.  He  has  no  par- 
allel as  a public  speaker.  He  de- 
livered the  greatest  sermon  ever 
preached.”  Elder  Sonne  then  re- 
ferred to  the  Lord’s  Prayer  as 
being  a most  perfect  guide. 

In  summary  Elder  Sonne  stat- 
ed, “His  character  is  immaculate, 
His  judgment  infallible,  His 
knowledge  all  - comprehending, 
His  wisdom  supreme.  . . . For  cen- 
turies men  have  tried  to  kill  Jesus 
a second  time,  to  kill  Him  in  the 
Hearts  of  men.  But  they  have  not 
succeeded.  Some  day  every  knee 
shall  bow  and  every  tongue  con- 
fess that  Jesus  is  the  Christ.” 

As  a word  of  counsel  to  us  as 
students  Elder  Sonne  said,  “May 
I invite  each  of  you  to  open  the 
New  Testament  at  your  first  op- 
portunity, for  one  hour  and  read 
one  of  the  Gospels.”

For  two  years,  since  the  sentence  of  death  was 
pronounced  on  Julius  and  Anna  Rosenberg  for 
treason  against  the  United  States,  they  have  used 
every  statagem  known  to  the  legal  profession  in 
an  attempt  to  save  their  lives. 

Recently,  when'  President  Eisenhower  refused 
to  set  aside  the  death  sentence  of  the  court  and 
grant  executive  clemency,  he  stated  that  their 
crime  could  cause  the  death  of  thousands  of  peo- 
ple.

kind  of  teaching  is  one  of  the 
reasons  we  get  such  bad  results 
from  our  schools  and  colleges. 

“The  answer  is  not  to  exact 
oaths  of  loyalty,”  says  Mr.  Brom- 
field.  “It  lies  in  the  vigilance  of 
parents,  e d i t o r s',  legislators, 
school  principals,  and  our  college 
presidents.  . . The  professor  who 
emphasizes  propaganda  rather 
than  fact.  . . is  incompetent  and 
a bad  influence  on  education  and 
deserves  discipline  or  dismissal.” 
Elaborating  on  our  emphasis  on 


the  college  degree  rather  than 
the  college  education,  Mr.  Brom- 
field  feels  “there  are  too  many 
young  people  in  our  institutions 
of  higher  education  who  are  there 
not  to  acquire  knowledge  but  to 
get  a job  somewhere,  or  to  make 
a club,  or  to  escape  from  their 
father’s  business,  or,  most  com- 
monly, simply  to  please  their  par- 
ents. There  are  too  many  who 
don’t  want  to  be  there  at  all  and 
make  passing  marks  only  because 
their  teachers  nag  them  or  their 
parents  scare  them.”

The  6-5  center  also  has 
far  and  away  the  most  rebounds 
in  the  loop,  his  175  topping  run- 
ner-up Nick  Mateljan’s  total  by

Joe  Richey,  BYU’s  all-every- 
thing  candidate,  sits  in  third  spot 
this  week  with  a 16.5  mark,  just 
.8  below  Bill  Hull’s.  Sharp  shoot- 
ing Charlie  Davis  of  Montana  fol- 
lows closely  with  16.2. 

Anchored  in  the  No.  5 slot  is 
Wymount’s  Bill  Sharp,  an  all- 
conference candidate  of  the  play- 
making shoot-on-the-run  Ken  Sail- 
ors-Moe  Radovich  school.  Sharp 
has  a 15.4  average  to  show  for 
nine  games,  1.1  higher  than  sirth 
place  Hal  Kinard  has  piled  up 
in  10.  Utah’s  Bruce  Goodrich 
ranks  seventh  with  a 13.3  mark. 

Tied  for  eighth  with  averages 
of  13.0  are  Nick  Mateljan  of 
Brigham  Young  and  Danny  Dar- 
row  of  New  Mexico.  Ed  Anderson 
of  Montana  rounds  out  the  top 
ten  with  a 12.7  mark.

Top  shooter  from  the  field  on 
a percentage  basis  is  another 
Utah  Stater,  Cordell  “Butch” 
Brown.  The  speedy  guard  has  hit 
pay  dirt  on  .506  per  cent  of  his 
attempts.  Wyoming’s  Harry  Jor- 
genson with  .448,  Dean  Larsen 
of  the  Y with  .435  and  the  irre- 
pressible Tucker  with  .431  follow 
in  that  order. 

From  the  free  throw  line,  it’s 
Richey  by  a mile.  The  black- 
thatched  Cat  ace  has  a .872  mark,
